The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 5-6 and 27-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. In claim 3, there is no proper antecedent 
reference for "the valve" in parent claim 1 . It is assumed for purposes of examination 
that claim 3 depends upon claim 2. In claim 5, "cooling" is misspelled at line 1 . In claim 
27 at the line 3 of the last paragraph the word "to" is missing between "reheat coil" and 
"heat the cooled". 

Claims 1-2, 4, 7-26 are allowed. 

Claims 3, 5-6 and 27-29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
